rT 4 HE man who wrote this letter to the New 
York Morning World understands the 
difficult point as to our moral obligation 

under article 10,"’ Mr. Antwine said: 


MR. 


The critical question in regard to the 
covenant of the League of Nations centers 
upon article 10, and in particular upon the 
moral obligations that might follow from 
its adoption. If the council in some ex- 
treme case does by unanimous vote, in- 
cluding that of the United States represen- 
tative, “advise” such action, does that cre- 
ate a moral obligation for the United States 
to order its army and navy overseas? 

Certainly no such obligation is created 
by article 10. The procedure under the 
covenant is similar to that of the numerous 
international commissions that performed 
such vitally important service during the 
war. Their procedure consisted first in se- 
curing facts, then having a friendly and 
sincere conference, resulting finally in ad- 
vice to each of the allies as to desirable ac- 
tion that should be taken. Each ally then 
decided independently as to accepting the 
advice in its various detalls. 

The question, indeed, implies a curious 
lack of understanding of what a moral ob- 
ligation is. If a man makes a written 
promise to commit murder, his moral obli- 
gation is to break that promise. If a na- 
tion makes a written agreement to attack 
a neighbor, no moral obligation is thereby 
created. When the Lusitania was sunk, no 
article 10 existed to force us into war by a 
paper moral obligation. The moral obliga- 
tions of a civilized world are not created 
nor limited by written words, but arise 
from the fundamental relations of man to 
fellowman. If the United States is not 
ready fearlessly and openly to meet its 
moral obligations, with or without a writ- 
ten covenant, she is not yet fit to become a 
member of the League of Nations and 
should wait outside in all humility with 
Turkey and Mexico and Russia until her 
faith and moral courage return again. Such 
is the ignoble plan of Harding. assented to 
by Taft and Hughes and Lowell. 

“However, I doubt if that is understood by 
any great number of people. A man said to me 
the other day: ‘We have no opinion about the 
League of Nations here in the country. It takes 
a college graduate to understand it. When in 
doubt vote no. In Missourl, when we voted on 
prohibition, the wets voted against all the 
proposed amendments to the Constitution to 
make sure of downing the single one they op- 
posed. The farmers did the same thing when 
the single tax was proposed. 

“War is as much the fruit of ignorance as 
any other evil.

Paying tribute to Theodore Roose- 
velt and William McKinley as au- 
thors of a new era of national devel- 
opment, Senator Harding told a 
crowd in Gray's Armory last night 
his ambition was to perpetuate the 
spirit of united and forehanded na- 
tionalism, which he said they had 
awakened. 

Praises Roosevelt. 

Recalling that yesterday was the 
anniversary of Roosevelt's birth, the 
nomNnee declared the Roosevelt pol- 
icles had brought to the United 
States ‘‘a new conscience and a stal- 
wart doctrine that all rights must be 
founded upon obligations and.a fun- 
damental sense of fair play.” He 
praised Roosevelt unreservedly for 
his “bigness of heart, wisdom and 
outstanding integrity.’’ 

Under the leadership of McKinley, 
Harding added, the nation found a 
new unity and a new industrial life 
which Roosevelt fostered by his abil- 
ity to awaken in American citizen- 
ship a new sense of nationality and 
edvancement.

Low Water Will Stop Operations 
From St. Louis—Freight to Go 
From Here by Rail. 

The northern terminal operation 
of the Government River Service, 
which Is the barge line on the Mis- 
sissippi River between St. Louis and 
Orleans, will be removed _ to 
from St. Louis, probably next week. 

Operation on the river between St. 
Louis and Cairo is impossible for a 
short period each year, usually about 
six weeks, because of ice. Water be- 


‘tween St. Louis and Cairo now is ab-| 
normally low, making operation dif-| 


ficult. For this reason the removal 
to Cairo is taking place before the 
freezing period. Freight will be ac- 
cepted in St. Louis under the usual 
terms, sent to Cairo by rai] and there

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The po- 
iitical situation east of the Mississip- 
pi River presents several) factors. 

1. The heavy registration of wom- 
en has made it doubtful whether in 
gome states everybody will have a 
chance to vote in the limited period 
that the polls are open. On account 
of the congestion at the polls, espe- 
elally in states where no provision 
has been made to handle the crowds, 
many votes will not be cast at all., 

2. The negro vote in northern 
states is better organized than it 
ever has been. In some of the bor- 
der states feeling is not altogether 
pleasant over the way the negroes 
have been mobilized by the Repub- 
licans and it is not altogether a cer- 
tainty whether in cases where the 
Democrats control the election ma- 
chinery there will be time enough 
for. the negroes to vote, though in 
certain cities where the Republicans 
have control just the reverse is apt 
to be the case and many whites may 
not get a chance to vote. The race 
question, unfortunately, enters into 
the calculation of certain important 
states. 

Effect of Women’s ,Vote. 

8. The true effect of the enfran- 
chisement of women throughout the 
nation is the most uncertain quan- 
tity in the whole situation. Politi- 
clans profess to know how the wom- 
en will vote, but they don’t. No po-. 
litical leader in all the states that 
the writer has visited was able to 
produce a canvass of the feminine 
vote which could be considered com- 
plete. 

Time and again the canvass of the 
masculine vote has been accom- 
plished with such accuracy in ad- 
vance of the election that the result 
has varied but little from the officfal 
result. Most editors and politica: 
leaders agree,. however, that the 
women will merely double the Re- 
publican or Democratic vote or in- 
crease it by at least 80 pr cent. As 
the husband votes, so votes the wife.
